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Candidates for Governor Provide Voter Registrations Are Up 
By 232 in City Since 1990 


Voters with Clear Contrasts

In the election for Gover- 
nor Maryland voters can 
choose between two candi- 
dates havixg strongly differ- 
ing views on the issues of 
most concern to them. Issues 
highlighted by both candi- 
dates are taxes, economic 
development, crime, educa- 
tion and the environment. 
Republican candidate Ellen 
R. Sauerbrey brings a 


strong conservative  ap- 
proach to dealing with these 
issues. Democrate candi- 


date Parris N. Glendening, 
while not endorsing the ad- 
ministration of Governor 
William Donald Schaffer, 
brings a moderate, more li- 
beral, more traditional ap- 
proach to the issues. 
Although their difference on 
these issues will make the choice 
clear to many voters some will be 
torn between candidates because 
they favor the stand of one can- 
didate on some issues and the 


other, on the rest. 


While Maryland is considered 


a traditionally democratic party 
state, Sauerbrey, a delegate in 
the Maryland legislature from 
Baltimore County, is expected to 
make a strong showing. Noting 
her upset victory over Congress- 
woman Helen Delich Bentley in 
the primary, Sauerbrey support- 
ers predict another upset over 
Glendening. Glendening, who is 
Prince Georges County Execu- 
tive, continues to lead in the 
polls, but generally by margins 
of less than 10%, making this 
the hottest gubernatorial contest 
in many years. 
Taxes 

Cutting the income tax by 24 
percent over four years is the 
campaign pledge Sauerbrey made 
that has enabled her to come 
from far behind and defeat Bent- 
ley in the primary. It also has 
brought her into competition 
with Glendening. Sauerbrey con- 
tends that the Maryland income 
tax is 44% higher than the av- 
erage for other states and im- 
pedes economic development. 

Ten other states have already 
cut taxes this year she claims. 
“If we don’t do it we’ll see an 
erosion of our tax base,” she 
said in a live debate aired on 
Maryland Public Television on 
October 19. Sauerbrey cites the 
tax cuts made by Republican 
Governor Christie Todd Whitl

man in New Jersey. On the oth- 
er hand, Glendening, she says, 
has raised every tax imaginable. 
Even if she does not achieve 
what she has promised, but does 
less, she believes it will be bet- 
ter than what Glendening offers. 

Glendening calls Sauerbrey’s 
proposals to cut taxes while in- 
creasing spending a gimmick, 
something for nothing. It would 
result in increased property tax- 
es at the local level and hurt 
working families., he says. While 
admitting taxes are too high and 
advocating some cuts to encour- 
age economic development, Glen- 
dening calls for responsible tax 
cuts. He contends that Whit- 
man’s cuts in New Jersey have 
robbed the state’s pension fund 
of $5 million. Glendening also 
made a commitment that there 
will be no new taxes. 

Economic Development 

Glendening cites his record as 
county executive in creating 
jobs. He claims that 180,000 new 
jobs were added in his first year 
in office because he developed a

Jazz trumpet star Kenny Reed 
will give a free performance at 
the New Deal Cafe in Old 
Greenbelt (see accompanying ar- 
ticle on “New Deal Cafe’) on 
Saturday, November 5, from a- 
bout 9 p.m. to 10 p.m. Reed, 
playing trumpet and flugel horn, 
will be accompanied by Eric 
schwartz on the keyboard and 
bass player Larry Good. Reed, 
Schwartz, and Good play contem- 
porary jazz at area nightclubs. 

Schwartz plays for the Macaws. 
He has been on the area jazz 
scene for the past 10 years. 

Reed, an electronic engineer 
at Goddard, has lived in Green- 
belt since 1981. He has played 
trumpet for more than 33 years 
and has been involved in the 
Washington, DC, jazz community 
for the past 20 years. 

Reed’s jazz quartet was the 
headliner at the “Evening A- 
mong Friends” variety show at 
Springhill Lake Fountain Lodge 
in 1991, a Greenbelt Arts Center 
production. He has also perform- 
ed for a series of Louis Arm- 
strong tributes sponsored by the 
Charlin Jazz Society. He has 
recently released his first CD, 
“Introducing Kenny Reed.” 

Pianist Mike Sucher, who fo- 
cuses on “contemporary and 
standard jazz,” as he describes 
it, will play the keyboard at 8 
pm. Sucher, who grew up in 
Greenbelt, now lives in Riverdale. 
He has played jazz in the area 
for about 15 years, working with 
various groups, including those of 
the late guitarist Danny Gatton, 
the Tom Principato Band, and Tim 
Eyremanmn’s East Coast Offering. 

Sucher will perform jazz 
standards and original composi- 
tions on November 5, 





business plan and reduced busi- 
ness taxes. In the past year, 
94,000 new jobs were created in 
Prince Georges while none were 
added in the Baltimore area. A 
new company was attracted to 
Prince Georges recently because 
of the property tax credit he es- 
tablished for businesses locating 
in older neighborhoods. Sauer- 
brey “has never worked to create 
a job; I have done it,” he said in 
the debate. 


Sauerbrey rebutted that the 
jobs created in Prince Georges 
County were not the county’s do- 
ing. “Washington is the mother 
lode of job creations” she said. 
However, of the new jobs cre- 
ated, seven are going to Virgin- 
ia and only three to Maryland, 
she contends. Sre believes that 
business is fleeing Maryland be- 
cause of its high personal in-

In less than two weeks Greenbelt residents will go to 
the polls to vote for those candidates they prefer to repre- 
sent them in the U.S. Senate and Congress, the state and 
county. Voters will also vote “For” or “Against” various 
state and county questions and bond referenda. 


The General Election will take 
place on Tuesday from 7 a.m. to 
8 p.m. at Greenbelt’s four pre- 
cincts: Precinct 3 - St. Hugh's 
School, Precinct 6 - Greenbelt 
Elementary School, Precinct 8 - 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School and Precinct 13 - Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. 


As of September 30, county 
records show that 8,765 Green- 
belters were registered - some 
232 more than in the 1990 Gen 
eral Election (see chart). Cur- 
rently, Democrats have added 
433 to their rolls Republicans 
have lost 410 and the number of 
unaffiliated voters (Declines) has 
increased by 190. Declines gain- 
ed strength in all city precincts. 

Overall, 63% of Greenbelt’s 
eligible voters are registered as 
Democrats, 21% as _ Republic- 
ans and 15% as Declines. The 
Democrats’ advantage in pre- 
cinets 3, 6, and 8 is 66, 63 and 68 
percent respectively. Their share 
In precinct 13 is 59%. 


Absentee Ballots 

A request for an absentee bal- 
lot must be received by the Board 
of Supervisors of Elections no 
later than 9 p.m. on Tuesday, 
November 1. Eligible voters may 
write or call the Board of Elec- 
tions to receive an application 
for an absentee ballot. Or a vot- 
er may send a letter stating 
name and address as it appears 
on the voting registration rec- 
ords the reason for requesting 
an absentee ballot and the ad- 
dress wher the ballot should be 


sent. The voted ballot must be - 


received in the Election Office no 
later than 8 p.m. on election day, 
Tuesday, November 8. 


To obtain an emergency ab- 
sentee ballot after Tuesday, No- 
vember 1, qualified persons 
should call the Board of Elections 
to inquire whether or not they 
are eligible for an emergency ab- 
sentee ballot,

Potpourri 

In the Fifth Congressional 
District where incumbent Cong- 
ressman Steny H. Hoyer (D) is 
pitted against Donald Devine 
(R), there are 170 precincts - 
26 in Anne Arundel County, 10 
in Calvert, 28 in Charles, 19 in 
St. Mary’s and 87 in Prince 
Georges, 

Of the 25 precincts in the 
Fourth Councilmanie District, 
only four are in Greenbelt. In a 
tight race for this county coun- 
cil seat are former Bowie City 
Councilmember G. Frederick 
Robinson (D) and former Bowie 
Mayor Audrey E. Scott (R). 
Robinson has been endorsed by 
his two primary opponents - 
former Greenbelt Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld and former Presi- 
dent of the Prince Georges Coun- 
ty Civic Association Robert Cal- 
lahan. Weidenfeld lost to Rob- 
inson by 110 votes. Scott had no 
opposition in the primary. 

Qualified voters in the Fourth 
Councilmanic District currently 
number 43484. About 55.4% are 
Democrats, 30.8% Republicans 
and 13.5% Declines. 

In the governor’s race, Prince 
Georges County Executive Par- 
ris Glendening (D) hopes to do 
as well in the county on No- 
vember 8 as he did in the Sep- 
tember 15 primary, where he cap- 
tured 83.4% of the Democratic 
votes. Opponents Ellen R. Sauer- 
brey garnered 49.5% of the 
county’s Republican vote. 


Locally, interest is also cent- 
ered on the County Executive 
race, where Republican Robert 
B. Ostrom is challenging Wayne 
Curry, a Democrat. In the county 
there are 309,706 registered 
voters - 70% Democrats, 18.7% 
Republicans and 11% Declines. 


In the 28rd Legislative Dist- 
rict, where there are 83 pre- 
cincts, Democrats dominate by

Safer Exits 


To the Editor: 


I am writing to draw attention 
to serious traffic situations at 
two of the exits from Greenbelt: 

1. Some time ago I experienced 
an accident at the Southway exit 
onto Greenbelt Road, when a fire 
engine came up behind me when 
I was at the front of one of the 
only two lanes there which were 
filled with cars, and forced me 
out into the intersection through 
a red light, to be hit by an on- 
coming car. 

Last week the same potentially 
disastrous situation occurred, 
this time with an ambulance 
forcing me through a red light 
out into dangerous traffic; this 
time I was able to make a tight 
turn back into Greenbelt just 
barely in time to avoid another 
accident. 

At the intersection there is 
no safe way to get out of the 
path of emergency vehicles. 
Other people must have had 
similar experiences. A third lane 
reserved for emergency vehicles 
should be opened up at the 
Southway-Greenbelt Road inter- 
section. 

2. I have witnessed several 
near-accidents at the Lakecrest 
exit onto Greenbelt Road as ex- 
iting and entering cars both try 
to judge gaps in the fast Green- 
belt Road traffic and often block 
each other, and some cars trying 
to enter change their minds and 
try to turn back into the east- 
‘bound fast lane on Greenbelt 
Road. I believe there have already 
been serious accidents there. The 
situation can only get worse 
with the increasing traffic on

gether all programs in the state 
into a very comprehensive pro- 
gram if she is elected. 

Sauerbrey and Glendening differ 
on gun control. He wants a re- 
sponsible gun policy and to get 
rid of military style assault 
weapons. Sauerbrey opposes gun 
control as disarming the inno- 
eent. “Criminals don’t give up 
guns,” she says. Instead she 
supports stronger laws for those 
who commit crimes of violence. 

She also attacks Glendening’s 
record in the county, noting that 
Prince Georges “is the most 
dangerous county in the state.” 
Glendening’s support by the po- 
lice organizations has nothing 
to do with crime, she claims, but 
is due to Glendening’s support-

Education 


Both Glendening and Sauer- 
brey have been educators—Glen- 
dening as a University of Mary- 
land public administration _pro- 
fessor and Sauerbrey as a high 
school science teacher. Both place 
better education as a top goal 
for their administrations. How- 
ever, how to accomplish the goal 
draws differences, 

Glendening believes that more 
money needs *to be spent on edu- 
cation by the state with budgets 
for other state programs cut to 
make money available. Sauer- 
brey believes that enough is be- 
ing spent on education, but that 
changes need to be made in how 
the money is spent. She advo- 
cates giving parents vouchers 
worth $2,000 for each school age 
child to pay for tuition costs to 
attend the school of choice, in- 
cluding private and _ parochial 
schools. Glendening opposes giv- 
ing’ out vouchers. 

Sauerbrey notes that Glenden- 
ings son attends a parochial 
high school and states that she 
wants every other child in the 
state to have the same opportun- 
ity. Glendening told the televi- 
sion audience in the debate that 
his son could have attended and 
was accepted at Eleanor Roose- 
velt High School in Greenbelt, 
a school he described as “an ex- 
cellent magnet school,” but that 
his son chose to go to DeMatha 
High School instead. 

Glendening opposes using state 
tax dollars to support religious 
schools, questions where the $200 
million needed to pay for the pro- 
gram would come from and notes 
that since the voucher would pay 
only part of the educational 
costs, students from poor homes 
would still lack a choice.

Glendening has received the 
support of the three major en- 
vironmental organizations that 
support candidates. He claims 
Sauerbrey to have one of the 
worst records on this issue. Cal- 
ling the environment one of the 
five major areas he will focus 
on, ke cites his record in Prince 
Georges County on environment- 
al matters, ranging from recyc- 
ling to mass transit. 

Sauerbrey says that she sup- 
ports 25 of the 26 recommenda- 
tions of the Chesapeake Bay 
Foundation. She had opposed 
some regulations because they 
would impose mandates on local 
governments. One bill, would 
have placed such tough restric- 
tions on oil shipping in the bay 


that it could have curtailed the 
delivery of oil to Baltimore. 
When compromise restrictions 
were made she supported the 
measure. She is concerned that 
environmental regulations can 
cost the state jobs and believes 
that the state economy comes 
before the environment. 
The Future 

In summation at the debate, 
both candidates looked to the 
future. “This is an election about 
the future of Maryland,” Glen- 
dening told the audience. “I want 
to make sure that employment 
opportunities are there, that ed- 
ucation opportunities are there 
for our children .. .” 

“This election is about the 
direction of the future,” Sauer- 
brey stated. “Do you want to 
continue the tax and spend pol- 
icies of the past or go in a new! 
direction for the future?”
